And instead of passing the mailer over as a boys' scrape, a 


mere Incident in the 'course of an educational training, the 
mother of the boy proposes to find out whether Hie law all'orcls 
protection against such treatment as her son received. Hence 
the suit, which should throw no uncertain light on the subject. 


The practice of hazing in schools and colleges flourished for 


many years practically unchecked. U was looked upon as vir- 
tually a parl of the educational course," but of laic years a 
change of sentiment has "been taking place and many institu- 
tions "have eliminated the practice, lo their credit be it said. 
But, like all old customs,- this practice dies'hard, with the result 
that grievous cases are still reported from time lo'lime. 


Hazing is a brutal practice, disclosing neither smartness nor 


bravery. Those who sutler are (he victims of overpowering 
numbers. They have no opportunity for adequate defense 
and arc obliged to sufl'er (he indignities and tortures which 
(heir assailants sec fit to heap upon them. :Many serious in* 
.juries have been inflicted by hazing, and numerous lives haVe 
been lost. 


It is lime the practice was slopped. There is no sense in it 


and no excuse whatever for its continuance. As slated, many 
institutions are doing (heir best lo stamp it out, and a few suits 
like Ihe one* now in progress should serve lo 'materially further 
the desirable reform. 
People who send Ihpir boys lo school 


and cpllege do not ask or expect that they shall be treated as 
sissies, but 
1. they have :i right lo demand that their health and 


lives shall not be endangered by a practice so brutal as to 
rouse the resentment of every right-thinking man and woman. 
Fun is fun, hut il is far from legitimate when it is of such, a 
character as lo involve possible serious injury or loss of life.
